Paris show that the flighting which 
has been diminishing steadily in sever- 
ity the last few weeks,, has become 
flattened out to- a mere series of de- 
tached skirmishes involving only small 
numbers of men. It remains to be 
seen whether this state of affairs was 
the prelude to another German on- 
slaught, as London has been predict- 
ing, or whether that Germany had 
adopted new tactics which would 
thrust upon the allies the burden of 
attack. 


The French statement is to the ef- 


fect that in the Argonne where some 
of the most spirited fighting has been 
in progress recently, there were only 
small engagements yesterday. Ground 
was taken by the Germans and re- 
taken by the allies, but the insignifi- 
cant scale of these operations meas- 
ured by the magnitude of the war as 
a whole, is shown by the statement 
that the fighting involved 
no more 


than one battalion and the disputed 
ground extended over no more than 
twenty-five yards.

state was the. result of a conference 
held between the federal officials and 
the live stock sanitary board here. It 
is decided that two quarantine dis- 
tricts will-be established. 
One will 


be composed ot several counties in 
southern Wisconsin and the other- of 
two counties in the northern part of 
the 
state, Lincoln and " Langlade. 
The status to be thus established will 
be continued for at least one month, 
and possibly for two or three montue 
if 'further outbreaks in the prescribed 
territory are discovered. 
The proposition of the conference 
was approved by the federal author- 
ities at 
Washington, the 
districts 
will be established by an -executive 
proclamation, which will define the 
limits of the territory and the terms 
of the quarantine. Inasmuch as the' 
proposition was approved by the' fed- 
.eral officials at the conference there 
seems to be little doubt over the-'en- 
dorsement of the federal government.

English Warship Blown Up. 
London, 
Nov..'26.—The 
English 
cruiser Bulwark was totally destroyed 
at Sheeraess, thirty miles east of 
London, by an explosion caused dur- 
ing the loading of ammunition. 
Between seven and eight hundred 
men comprising crew and 
officers, 
were lost, but twelve survivors being 
rescued. 
The force of the explosion 
wrecked many houses .and the vessel 
was literally blown to bits. When the 
accident happened the ship's 
band 
was playing on the deck. The boat 
was suddenly seen to rise out of the 
water, a cloud of smoke blotted it 
from view and when it cleared away 
the ship had vanished. The admiral- 
ty state the accident occurred in the 
ammunition room, 
due to careless

of highly explosive shells! 
which were being loaded.

ITALIAN INSTANTLY'...' 


KILLED IN HUNTING 


ACCIDENT AT NOON 


Nichola. Partipelo, Age Nineteen Years, 


Bleedt To Death, When Contents 


of Shell Pierce* Neck. 


Rock county's first fatal hunting ac- 
cident occurred a few minutes after 
twelve o'clock 
today,. when Nichola 
Partipelo, an Italian nineteen years of 
age,- was,,-instantly killed when a shot 
gun slipped from his hands, struck a 
timber, on which he was sitting, dis- 
charging the full contents of a heavily 
loaded shell into the right side of his 
neck. The shot severed nearly every 
artery in the .young man's neck and he 
bled to death in a short time. 
Partipelo was sitting with another 
Italian named Jim Stagavechia, on a 
pile of timbers, at the extreme end of 
the Chicago Milwaukee and St. Paul 
railroads yards on the Mineral Poiut 
division line near what is called the 
"West Switch".' 
The two had been 


hunting 
and 
on 
returning, seated 
themselves on the timbers to rest. 
Partipelo w^s smoking a cigarette and 
had his shot gun, a single barrelled 
cheap affair, resting over one of his 
knees with the stock on the eflge of 
the log. 
The weapon slipped off the edge and 


the • hammer 
struck 
with 
enough 
force to explode the cap of the shell. 
The charge -of five drams of Ballistite' 
powder and chilled shot entered the 
Italian's throat, the muzzle of the gun 
being within a foot of his face befoi-e 
the weapon slipped. Marks on the 
timbers prove 
that

death was 
purely 
acidental for 
the 
wood ,is 
chipped where 
the 
hammer struck 
and fibers on the bark were on the 
hammer of the gun. It is not known 
if the hammer 
was fully 
cocked or 
only half way.

ganate is left in the cloth treat a sec- 
ond time with oxalic acid, remember- 
ing to end up with a thorough wash- 
ing. 


The oxalic and permanganate are 
most efficient bleaches because they 
both supply oxygen. They may be 
used in removing ink from silk and 
wool but a yellowish tint is apt to 
remain. Javelle water Is easier anil 
more time saving to use but Is BO 
strong that few use It on silk or wool; 
many condemning it entirely for these 
fabrics. 


Chloride of lime, as such, is strong 
and rapid in its action, and Is more 
often used in the form of a prepared 
bleach called Javelle. It may be pur- 
chased in drug stores but is quickly 
and cheaply prepared by the house- 
wife. Dissolve one pound ol washing 
soda in one quart of boiling water. To 
one-half pound of chloride of lime,'in 
another bowl; add two quarts of boil- 
ing water. When the -washing soda is 
thoroughly dissolved, add it to the 
bowl containing the chloride of lime. 
Stir these with a small stick. It will 
be found on putting these two" solu- 
tions together that a curdled, milky 
mass results. This, on standing, will 
disappear. In several hours a while 
sediment will be found at the bottom I 
and a clear liquid will raise to the 
top. 
This clear liquid should be i 
poured off into a well corked bottle, or ! 
larger lots may be kept in a stone jar. 
This liquid is called Javelle water and 
none of the sediment should be used 
la the bleaching. Javelle is really ax 
chlorine bleach. Javelle water will 
sometimes turn pink on standing, but 
this in no .way Is detrimental, but it: 
is best kept In a dark place when, not 
in use.

To remove s,pots on heavy material 
Javelle may bs used without diluting 
it. Apply it to the spot, let it stand a 
few momenta, then wash 
with hot 
water. A second application may be' 
necessary, but as soon as the spot is 
removed, every trace of the bleach 
must be washed out.

Milk Suspected to be Contamin- 


ated With Hoof and Mouth 


Disease Germs. 


The anxiety that has been express- 


ed in several quarters in regard to 
the effect upon human health of the 
present 
outbreak 
of 
the 
foot-and- 
ruoutb. disease is regarded by Govern- 
ment authorities as somewhat exag- 
gerated. 
The most common fear is 
that the milk supply might become 
contaminated, but in view of the pre- 
cautions that the local authorities in 
i:he infected areas are very generally 
raking, there is comparatively little 
danger of this. 
Milk from infected 
farms is not permitted to be shipped 
at .all. The only danger is, there- 
fore, that before the disease has 
manifested itself some infected milk 
might reach the market. 
For this 
reason 
experts in the 
department 
recommend 
pasteurization. 
As 
a 
matter of fact, however, pasteurization 
is recommended^ by the department 
anyway for all milk that is not very 
high grade and from tuberculin-test-

It has been demonstrated by experi- 
ments which have been made in Den- 


. mark and Germany that pasteurization 
\ will serve as a safeguard against 
contagion from the foot-and-mouth 
disease just as readily as it does 
against typhoid fever, but in any 
event it must be thoroughly done— 
the milk must be heated to 145 
degree F. and held at this tempera- 
ture for 30 minutes. 


Few .Dangers. 
In this country the foot-and-mouth 
disease has been so rare that there 
are few recorded cases of its trans- 
mission to human beings. In 1902 a 
few 
cases were reported in New 
England 
and 
in 1908 in 
a few 
instances eruptions were found in the 
mouths of children, which were be- 
lieved to have been caused by con- 
taminated milk. In 
both 
of 
these 
outbreaks the sale of milk was stop- 
ped as soon as the disease was found 
among the cattle. As long therefore 
as the -district can be confined by rigid 
quarantine to certain specified areas 
the danger from this source is very 
small. 
Should the pestilence spread 
all over this country and become as 
general as it has been at various 
times in large areas in Europe, the 
problem would become more serious. 
Under any circumstances, however, 
pasteurization is not 
possfble and 
where there is any reason to suspect 
that the disease may exist the pre- 
caution of boiling milk might be 
advisable. 
Cows affected with the malignant 


form of the disease lose practically 
all of their milk. In mild cases, how- 
ever, the decrease may be from one- 
third to one-half of the usual yield. 
The appearance of the milk also 
changes. It becomes thinner, bluish, 
and poor in fat. When the udder is 
affected, the milk frequently contains 
coagulated fibrin and blood, so that a 
considerable sediment forms, while 
the cream is thin and of a dirty color. 
These changes, however, occur only 
when the disease is in an advanced 
stage, and, as a matter of fact, the 
disease is not permitted to pass into
